In Eliot, and 


graduated at Berwick Academy, South 
Berwick, in 1873, Ha-graduated from 
the medical department" of Bowdoin 
College in 1877, and followed: this stu- 
•dy by two years, of special work in the 
medical department of New. Tork.Unl 
versity. Since- 1S79 he has practiced 
medicine in Eliot^ - 


It soon became apparent 
that Dr. 


Willis was an unusually gifted man in 
his profession. He was especially able 
and "successful as a practicing physi- 
cian and surgeon, and ha had a high 
professional standard. Ho contributed 
'.valuable articles to medical journals, 
and waa shortly recognized through- 
out the state and later in New Eng- 
land as eminent in MS" work. He had a 
large practice in Kittery, Tork, and 
South Berwick, 
and was a tireless 


worker. 


He has. been president of the York 


County Medical Society; vice presi- 
dent of tho Maine Medical'.Association, 
was a member of the Board of Regis- 
tration of Maine; chairman of 
the 


Xew England Board of Medical Exam 
iners for two years; and a member of 
the American Medical Association. . 


He was married Oct. 1, 1879, to Miss 


Carrie E.' Ham, daughter of Freeman 
C. and Ellen J. Ham of South Berwick 
who died a year ago last June. They 
ha'd one son, Harlon P. Willis, now of 
Brookline, Mass., and one daughter, 
Mrs. E. Gall"Libbey of Evanston, 111. 
He "also has one. brother, Harold N. 
Willis of Arlington, Mass., and a sis- 
ter, Mrs. Edith W. Rldeout, of Cam- 
bridge, Mass. 


Dr. Willis was a broad-minded man 


of culture, and generous in all affairs 
with his fellow men. He was an Ideal 
physician. Ha was a person of quiet 
ways, of scholarly habits.and manners 
and of gentlemanly bearing.

historical matters, and was editor and 
publisher "of "Old Eliot," an historical
